Council Prepares 
Requisition Appeal 


St,Albert - The town council is contemplating the appeal 
of the requisition of the school board of a total of over 


half a million dollars, 


Several courses have to be 
followed in order to launch 
an appeal against a school 
requisition, one of the most 
important is to hold ameet- 
ing with the school boards, 
This meeting was held on 
Aug, 8 in the town hall, 

The mayor and council 
wish it made clear that they 
are not launching the appeal 
against the local school 
boards but are questioning 
the inadequacies of the pro- 
vincial government founda- 
tion program, 

To lodge an appeal against 
the foundation program cer= 
tain statutory requirements 
must be followed, The appeal 
must start against the req 
ulsition and the council can 
then take it from there, 

Council hoped when the 
foundation program set a 
mill rate of 28 mills it would 
end large supplementary 
requisitions but this has not 
been the case, St, Albert 
has had their supplementary 
requisition more than doub- 
led in the past year due to 
these inadaquacies in the 
foundation program, 

St, Albert being a new 
town has an over balance of 
elementary children in 
school compared to those 
in high school and because 


of this it felt it is being 
discriminated against, If 
more students were in high 
school the school boards 
would not have such a huge 
problem to face, 

In the foundation program 
for example the increase in 
the foundation grant is only 
$5 per student against an 
increase of $80 for junior 
high school students and $60 
for those in senior high 
school, 

The school boards felt 
this increase rate did not 
bring the required revenue 
to St, Albert and stated these 
grant increase mostly went 
for salary increases for the 
teachers and even then these 
grants did not cover their 
increases, 

School requisition figures 
are as follows: the founda- 
tion program $392,204; pub- 
lic school supplementary < 
$56,254 and separate school 
supplementary $94,159 mak- 
ing a total of $542,617, 

A resolution was passed 
at the Aug, 8 meeting that 
the secretary obtain the bud- 
get figures from both school 
boards and that this infor- 
mation will be used towards 
the lodging of an appeal 
against the requisition,

the tent was suddenly thrown open and a Metis 
courter from St, Albert stamped in with greetings 
from that mission, and letters that had come by 
the Company’s packet from the Red River, 

As the Indians watched Father Lacombe read ani 
re-reai one paper they saw great joy and anxiety 
alternately master his mobile face, and the ready 
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tears welled up, He seemed oblivious of all but 
one letter, 

This was from Bishop Grandin in Rome telling 
him of the condition of their venerable Pontiff 
attacked now on every side by enemies, Enclosed 
with this was a copy of the Papal decree convoking 
the twentieth Ecumenical Council, In the midst of 
his dares and humiliations Pius 1X had grandly 
decided to hold another of the great Ecumenical 
Councils of the Church, the first of the imposing 
assemblages since the Council of Trent, 

For these reasons smiles and tears were very 
close together on the priest’s face, Chief Sweet-
